The enrollment of students at Abbot 
Academy, which will reopen Wednesday, 
September 22, is made up of 135 boarding 
students and 50 day students, All sections 
of the country are represented in the list of 
boarding students, but the greater number 
come as usual from New England and the 
Middle States. 

Extensive repairs have been made during 
the summer but no radical changes. The 
foundation wall and the entrance steps on 
the west side of Abbot Hall have been relaid; 
the walls of the gallery in the John-Esther 
Art Building have been redecorated, and the 
recitation rooms and study hall in the Mc- 
Keen Building have been newly painted. 
The cupola has been removed from the 
Draper Homestead and a new roof con- 
structed. Hardwood floors have been in- 
stalled in twelve rooms in Draper Hall, and 
the walls in the Infirmary have been re- 
painted. 

The reconstruction of the organ made 

ssible by the generous gift of Mrs. Dorothy 
avis Rimmer, ely pre apie the organ 
given by her in 1912, has been carried on 
during the summer by the Hall Organ Com- 
pany of New Haven, the original builders, 
and the greatly enlarged and improved three- 
manual instrument is now being installed. 
It comprises thirty-four stops, including harp 
and chimes, 

Three members of the faculty, Miss 
Chickering, Miss Friskin, and Miss Bancroft, 
have spent the summer travelling in Europe, 
and one, Miss Burt, has taken a course in 
Topographic Surveying in the Geology Camp 
of the University of Colorado near Boulder 
in the heart of the mountains.

“Stop, Then Enter” 


“The driver coming from the right 
has the right of way,” is the rule which 
is now supposed to cover every case} 
where two cars meet at an intersection 
of streets. While this may hold true 
legally, if a case came to court, in actual 
practice the driver coming at the right 
seldom can take the right of way. 

In the city the rule carries no force, 
most drivers going ahead whenever they 
think they can ‘make it,”’ while out in 
the country, autoists may stop for the 
one on the right if the intersecting 
street is one of some importance. But 
generally speaking, the regulation is 
rather out of date and not carefully 
followed. If all persons who had the 
right of way insisted on taking it, 
grave-diggers would be working over-

This frankly recognizes 
the failure of the “right of way” system, 
and also takes into account the fact 
that those coming out of a side street 
or alley are seldom allowed to continue 
even if they do have the right of way. 
A conspicuous sign bearing the words 
“Stop, then enter’ is put up on a side 
street just before it comes to a main 
thoroughfare and vehicles are required 
to come to a full stop before they can 
either cross or take a turn on the main 
highway. 

(This plan was found to work very 
-well in certain western states and is 
rapidly gaining favor in Massachusetts. 
Waltham and Watertown already have 
such a system and it is also to be tried 
out on the Newburyport Turnpike. 
It tends to reduce accidents while it 
expedites traffic at intersections. 

Andover has several places where 
this ought to be put into effect, notably 
at the points where streets cross Main, 
from Morton to the square, and also on 
Harding street. The cost of seven or 
eight signs is negligible compared to 
the security felt by drivers on Main 
street when they know that they are 
protected from careless drivers darting 
across our main avenue of traffic. We 
have sufficient police to enforce this 
rule, and it should be put into effect 
without delay.

Last Month Safest August as Regards 
Accidents 


As far as automobile accidents were con- 
cerned the month just ended was the safest 
August Massachusetts has experienced since 
1922. Registrar of Motor Vehicles Goodwin 
thinks that the decline in the number of 
fatalities last month over August of last year 
is due to the stricter enforcement of the law 
and the cooperation of the police and the 
courts with his office, which has revoked and 
wear licenses by the wholesale. 

"he automobile death roll up to last Satur- 
day night for the past month was fifty-four, 
as against ecighty-two persons killed in Au- 
gust 1925. There are 771,102 registered cars 
in this state at the present time, an increase 
of slightly more than 50,000 over last year 
and 75 percent more than in 1922, 

Mr. Goodwin thinks that the fact that 
compulsory auto insurance goes into effect 
the first of next year has made auto drivers 
more careful because operators with accident 
records would be considered bad risks. 

Of the fifty-four persons killed this month 
twenty-two were children. Only once in five 
years has the number of fatalities among 
children exceeded those of adults. 


Protection Against Diphtheria 


A child exposed to diphtheria can be pro- 
tected with antitoxin, given by a physician. 
This treatment is necessary in cases of emer- 
gency, and protects only about three weeks. 
A permanent protection can be given by 
three treatments of toxin-antitoxin mixture, 
given at weekly intervals. The Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health ad- 
vises this latter treatment for every child be- 
tween the ages of six months and ten years, 
as diphtheria is most contagious and fatal to 
this group. In the last five years, 2650 
deaths from diphtheria occurred in Massa- 
chusetts, over half in children under six years. 
For children over ten years, the Schick Test 
is given first to see if the child would catch 
diphtheria if exposed to it. 

Diphtheria prevention with Toxin-Anti- 
toxin Mixture has been practised widely in 
Massachusetts for three years past. In 1925 
diphtheria deaths were only half as numerous 
as in 1922, 

In 1921 there were 607 deaths. 

In 1922 there were 606 deaths. 

In 1923 there were 579 deaths. 

In 1924 there were 534 deaths. 

In 1925 there were 333 deaths. 

_Not one child is known to have died of 
diphtheria in Massachusetts after receiving 
three treatments with Toxin-Antitoxin Mix- 
ture. The treatment is harmless, and the 
younger the child the less disturbance is 
caused. 


R Months Bring Return of Oyster 


The R has come back to the calendar and 
with it the oyster returns to the table. This 
is only a coincidence, for it so happens that | 
the R is in the calendar just when the oyster is 
fattest and at its succulent best. The oyster 
is neither succulent nor fat during the sum- 
mer months, but it is not because the R is 
left out of the names of the months. It is 
because from last May up to the present 
time the oyster has been engaged in raising 
a family. 

People could have ordered oysters any 
time during the summer, but this would not 
have obtained any oysters for them. Still if 
it had they could have eaten the oysters 
without ill-effects, and also without any 
enjoyment. An oyster can be eaten safely in 
the summer time, if you care for that kind of 
oyster, but as far as tastiness is concerned you 
might just as well eat a piece of wet blotting 


fr 
Beginning in the spring the oyster prepares 
for its spawning period; in the summer it 
emits its spawn; and after it has emitted the 
spawn it remains skinny and scrawny and a 
bit anemic until it has a few dashes of cold 
water to fattenit up. About the first of Sep- 
tember it has regained its erstwhile plumpness 
and is again a delicacy. It is not the danger 
which makes oysters poor eating in the sum- 
mer, it is only that oysters at that period of 
the year are not worth the bother of chewing 
them. 

Oyster production is the largest single 
fishing industry in the United States, ex- 
ceeding any other single branch of the 
industry in the value of its raw product. The 
annual production amounts to about 73,000 
tons of oyster meats, that is removed from 
the shell and ready to eat. In food value 
this is equivalent to 254,000 dressed steers. 
The value of the product in its raw state is 
about $14,000,000 annually. Some 67,000 
persons are engaged in the industry. 

Moreover, unlike clamming, the oyster 
industry is a very well organized one, for 
more than half the oysters marketed are 
grown on beds by professional oyster growers. 
One of the largest companies in the country, 
which grows most of its oysters in Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, and Rhode Island, 
has an invested capital of about $3,000,000 
and about 17,000 acres of oyster beds. The 
production of Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
and Connecticut is about 1,750,000 bushels of 
oysters a year. Production in the industry 
is about forty percent of what it was in 1911- 
12 because of the poisoning by manufacturing 
waste drained into the rivers, which kills 
the spawn and finally finishes any bed of 
oysters affected by it. i 

Who would think the oyster likes to travel? 
Well, he does. A great many oysters, the 
aristocrats of the banquet table, are born in 
New York waters, raised in Connecticut, and 
matured in Massachusetts, where they are 
prepared to tickle the palate of any epicure. 


To Preserve Historical Films for Posterity 


All films of historical value to posterity will 
be preserved by the United States govern- 
ment if a plan suggested by Will H. Hays, 
president of the Motion Picture Producers 
and Distributors of America, is carried out. 

The plan calls for space in the new Archives 
Building, to be erected in Washington, in 
which thousands of reels of important motion 
nictures made during the war, news events 
isnt with the inauguration of President 
McKinley, and historical dramas, may be 
saved, Vault space to hold 50,000 reels is to 
be asked. 2 : 

Mr. Hays has outlined the plan to Presi- 
dent Coolidge. President Harding before he 
died approved the idea of government storage 
of film. . 

Negatives of immense value to posterity 
are now scattered in various vaults all 
through the country. Some are being in- 
spected regularly and saved in the event the 
vaults are procured. 

With proper care and storage at an even 
temperature negatives will last for years. 
Duplicates could be made from time to time, 
if necessary. Experts are now working on a 
process which will prolong the life of a nega- 
tive indefinitely.

Dr. Eliott Parker Frost, only son of Rev. 
George B. Frost of Highland road, died of 
septic pneumonia at Nantucket, on last 
Friday faitawitie a minor operation. Funeral 
services conducted by Rev. George E. Nor- 
ton, rector of St. Paul's Episcopal church, 
and Dr. Rush Rhees, the President of the 
University of Rochester, where Dr. Frost 
was a member of the faculty, were held at 
the family home in Rochester, on Tuesday.

Dr. Eliott Park Frost, professor of psy- 
chology and education at the University of 
Rochester, died at the Cottage Hospital, 
Nantucket, Mass., last night after a brief 
illness. He had been spending the summer in 
Massachusetts with his family and planned 
to return to the university this month. 

Dr. Frost was born at Oxford, Mass., in 
1884. He was graduated from Dartmouth 
College and later took graduate work at 
Harvard University, where he received the 
degree of Doctor of Paley: and at the 
University of Berlin. He taught psychology 
at Princeton and at Yale, and was at one 
time head of the departunans of psychology of 
the University of Tennessee. i a 

He served as an expert PAREN in the 
army during the war and inaugurated the 
norale work subsequently established 
throughout the army. He received the rank 
of captain on the general staff. At the close 
of the war he came to Rochester as director 
of the Industrial Management Council and 
Manufacturers’ Council. ‘ i 

In 1922 Dr. Frost went to the University 
of Rochester as head of the department of 
psychology and education, and director of the 
university extension courses and of the sum- 
mer school sessions. He was also a director 
of the Hollister Lumber Company and the 
Hollister Real Estate Company. 

Dr. Frost was a member of the American 
Psychological Association, Sigma Nu frater- 
nity, the board of governors of the Genesee 
Hospital, was president of the Board of 
Directors of the Social Welfare League, a 
member of the Tuberculosis Association, the 
Corner Club, Rochester Country Club 
and Genesee Valley Club, His home was 
at 345 Culver road. 

Dr, Frost is survived by his wife, Elizabeth 
Hollister Frost, daughter of George C, 
Hollister; a son, Granger H. Frost, and his 
father, the Rev. George B. Frost of Andover, 
Mass. 

Both Dr. Frost’s father and mother were 
ministers in the Congregational Church, 
He had told friends that his mother, Mrs, 
Amelia Adelaide Frost, when her husband 
became so ill that a long rest from his pastoral 
duties was necessitated, took her husband’s 
place as minister of his church and became 
the first woman ordained a minister in the 
Congregational Church,

Past Month over Average in Matter of 
Warmth 


Despite the popula conviction that August 
was a cold month, the official records of the 
Weather Bureau show that it was practically 
normal, with a slightly greater warmth than 
usual, The normal August has a mean tem- 
perature of 69.9 degrees; the month just 
gone had a mean of 70.4. This is about as 
near as any month ever comes to the figure 
reached by averaging. 

The first half of August was warmer than 
customary and the latter half cooler. The 
hottest day was the third, with 94, In rain- 
fall the month was just about normal, with 
3.91 inches, 

Prophets of a ‘summerless summer” are 
now definitely confuted. Temperature sta- 
tistics prove that July and August this year 
average up one fifth of a degree warmer daily 
than the normal as shown by long records. 
July’s highest 103, this year was within one 
degree of the hottest point ever reached in 
Boston. 

George K, Brown, the aged hermit of 
Catnip Valley, Melrose, who predicted last 
spring that 1926 was going to have a normal 
summer, forecasts an unusually splendid 
autumn, with plenty of sunlight and warmth, 
and with real snow holding off until well into 
December.

SEASONABLE GOOD THINGS 

The appropriate sauce to serve 
with fish, flesh or fowl, is very {m- 

portant, One or two on 
hand to serve with the 
vurlous dishes will add 
variety. 
Flemish Sauce (for 
Beef or Veal).—Cook one 
cupful of finely-cut car- 
rot until tender; drain 
and reserve one-fourth 
cupful of the carrot wa- 
ter. Melt two table 
spoonfuls of butter, add 
two of flour. When well-blended add 
the carrot, one tablespoonful of 
mixed pickle, one-half teaspoonful of 
finely-minced parsley, one tablespoon- 
ful of grated horseradish, and salt 
and pepper to taste. Season with a 
dash of worcestershire sauce, 

Shrimp Sauce (for Fish).—Measure 
one-third of a cupful of butter and 
melt half of it; add three tablespoon- 
fuls of flour and cook until smooth 
and well-blended; then add one pint 
of boiling water and cook until slight- 
ly thickened; when smooth add the 
remainder of the butter and stir until 
all is absorbed. Add one cupful of 
shrimps, two teaspoonfuls of lemon 
juice, one-half teaspoonful of salt, a 
few dashes of cayenne. Just before 
taking from the fire add a teaspoon- 
ful of kitchen bouquet. 

Orange Whip.—Soak two  table- 
spoonfuls of gelutin in one-half cup- 
ful of water for five minutes, add one 
cupful of boiling water, one-half cup- 
ful of sugar, and stir until all ts dis- 
solved. Add one and three-fourths cup- 
fuls of orange juice, one-fourth cup- 
ful of lemon juice, strain and cool 
when it begins to thicken, then beat 
until foamy; fold in the stiffly beaten 
whites of two eggs and heap lightly 
in orange shells placed in sherbet 
glases, Garnish with a carefully peeled 
section of orange, 

Peach Fritters.—Mix and sift one 
cupful of flour, two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, three tablespoonfuls 
of sugar, and one-fourth teaspoon- 
ful of salt. Add gradually one-third 
of a cupful of milk, one well-beaten 
egg and three peaches sliced in small 
pieces. Drop by spoonfuls into hot 
fat and drain on brown paper. Roll 
im sugar and serve.

School Exhibit at the Fair

In any manufacturing institution success 
is marked not only by the volume of manu- 
facture, but by the integrity and ability of 
the founders and those responsible for the 
carrying on of their ideals. The enterprise 
and tenacity of the early founders of this 
company is shown in a small way in Mr. 
Peter Smith’s own words describing the first 
sale of thread: ‘I would here notice the first 
sale of shoe thread that I carried to market. 
Making a bundle of thirteen pounds, I 
started in the stage coach from Andover to 
Boston, I made several attempts to expose 
the goods for sale, but without success. I 
was somewhat discouraged when, entering 
a store, I saw behind the counter a kindly 
looking man, and watching the opportunity 
when he was not engaged, I went up, opened 
my bundle and asked him to examine the 
thread. He pronounced it strong, but not 
very well finished; but said that if I could 
make it as good as that he had from Leeds, 
England, I could do well. Thus being en- 
couraged, I went into other stores, and sold 
my package, this being the first sale, so far 
as we know, of shoe thread made by machin- 
ery in the United States.”

Immigrants to Learn U. S. History 
Through Films

Secretary of Labor, J. J. Davis, when in- 
formed of the new service, said: “I know of no 
greater service that can be rendered than 
showing the heart of America to these future 
citizens.”’ 

Many ships have had pictures for some 
time as a part of the entertainment provided 
for passengers but never before have motion 
pictures been used in the steerage for immi- 
grants. Of course, pictures have been shown 
regularly at Ellis Island but only a few of the 
immigrants stop at Ellis Island for more than 
a day. 


The “Christ of the Andes” is a statute of 
the Savior,cast in the bronze from the cannon 
of opposing Argentines and Chileans, stand- 
ing nearly 13,000 feet above the level of the 
sea at Cambre Pass, on the mountain front- 
ier between Argentine Republic and Chili.

KEEPING WELL 


SINUS INFECTION

COMMON source of infection is 

the nose and the cavities opening 
into it. The main openings in the 
nose are for breathing, but opening off 
the nose are little cavities in the bones 
of the skull. The object of all of these 
{gs not known. Some of them may have 
to do with the voice and its resonance, 
very much like the sounding board in 
a violin has to do with its tone pro- 
duction, But whatever the object of 
these cavities may be, they may and 
often do become infected, with the re- 
sult that pus develops and lodges in 
them. 

On each side of the nose just above 
the upper jaw are two quite large 
cavities called the maxillary sinuses. 
These sinuses open into the middle 
part of the nose. If pus develops in 
this cavity, it has no way of getting 
out. A patient with an infected max- 
illary sinus is apt to have fever, head- 
ache, pain in the upper teeth, a con- 
stant yellowish discharge from the 
nose and a feeling of fullness or stuf- 
finess in the head, 

Other cavities connected with the 
nose and which may become infected 
are the frontal sinuses, located in the 
bones of the forehead just above the 
eyes, the sphenoidal and ethmoidal 
sinuses, located deep in the base of 
the skull. 

X-ray photographs will show the 
Presence of pus in these sinuses. 

There is only one thing to do, when 
any infection is present in the teeth, 
the tonsils or the nose, and that ‘s to 
open up the cavities and drain out the 
pus. This can be done in the case of 
the tonsils by removing them; in the 
teeth by pulling or draining the in- 
fected teeth; in the nasal cavities by 
opening up these sinuses, washing 
them out and removing the infection. 
If the infection which is causing the 
trouble is in the appendix, the remov- 
ing of the appendix and draining of 
the abscess will relieve the symptoms 
of poisoning. If the gall bladder is in- 
fected the surgeon will advise that it 
be either removed or drained. 

While all cases of rheumatism, in- 
flammation of the joints, Bright's dis- 
ease and ulcer of the stomach are not 
caused by these focal infections, many 
of them are and it is for this reason 
that the physician today carefully ex- 
amines these apparently remote parts 
of the body in trying to cure condl- 
tions which apparently have no con- 
nection with them. 

Infection of any kind in any part of 
the body !s a danger to life and health 
and should be removed or controlled 
as 600n as possible.
